Trade.—The Oversea Imports, excluding gold, during November, 1919, were 
valued at £2,909,249, and show a decrease of £969,249—or 25:0 per 
cent., as compxred with the corresponding month of last year The 
total for five months, July to November, 1919, was £13,274,732, a 
decrease of £4,748,443, or over 25:5 per cent. in comparison with he 
corresponding period in 1918. 

The Oversea Exports, excluding gold, during November, 1919, 
amounted to £4,242,541, being a decrease of £434,240, or 93 per 
cent., as compared with the corresponding month of Jast year. For 
the five months, July to November, 1919, there was an increase of 
£3,389,807, or 18-6 per cent. compared with the figures for 1918. 


Imports at Sydney.—Excluding imports from State ports, the articles 
imported at Sydney in November were valued at £5,048,824.

The net Loan expenditure on works and services was £266,810 greater 
than in November, 1918, and showed an increase of £1,052,668 during 
the five months, July to November, as compared with the figures of the 
previous year. Repayments of loans to the amount of £70,800 were 
made in November, 1919, and to the amount of £11,183,593 during the 
five months, July to November, 1919) 


Gold Production.—The gold yield during November, 1919, was 12,031 oz. 
crude, equal to L1, 919 ov. fine, valued at £50,627, and showad an increase 
of 6,533 oz. fine, and £27,749 in value, compared with November of last 
year. The value of the gold produced during the eleven months was 
£248,710, and showed a ‘decrease of 19,463 oz. fine, and £82,675 in 
value, in the figures for the corresponding period of last year. 


Land Selections.—During November 205 applications were made for 119,859 
acres under the Crown Lands Acts; and 71,537 acres, representing 96 
blocks, were gazetted for residential settlement, which include areas 
set apart for returned soldiers. Since the beginning of the year the 
number of applications has been 2,005, and the area applied for 1,669,425 
acres. |The original area gazetted for residential settlement since the 
ist January is L, 522,799 acres, representing 1,922 blocks. 


Cost of Living, Sydney.—From the information collected each month (see 
Table 59) as to the average retail prices in Sydney of food and groceries, 
it appears that in November, 1919, prices were 63°8 per cent. higher 
than in July, 1914; 17-2 per cent. higher than in November, 1918 ; and 
3°3 per cent. higher than in the preceding month, October, 1919. 

Meat, which is included in the results quoted above, shows prices in 
November, 1919, 67°5 per cent. higher than inj July, 1914 ; 0-4 per 
cent. higher than in November, 1918 ; and 0°8 per cent. lower than 
October, 1919. 

There were slight increases in the prices of beef, steak (shoulder), and 
pork (legs and chops) ; but the prices of ribs of beef, gravy beef, loin of 
mutton, loin and neck chops, were lower. Milk, bacon (middle and 
shoulder), ham, rice, sago, jam, raisins, currants, starch, and candles, 
‘were slightly dearer, and the prices of potatoes, frat eggs, tea, rie 
and flour were considerably higher.

Meteorology.—The rainfall for November was unsatisfactory, especially 
west of the mountains, where only scanty falls of less than half-an-inch 
were received ; elsewhere falls of one inch were received in isolated 
cases, but in many localities the fall was less than 25 points, and in 
the north-west there was no rain whatever. 

Heat waves were much in evidence during the month, and associated 
with these were violent local storms, with hail, which did considerable- 


damage. 


Vita! Statisties—Sydney and Suburbs—November, 1919.—The births 
registered numbered 1,552, equal to 23:49 per 1,000 of population per 
annum ; of the total, 764 were males and 788 females. The rate is. 
low, being 6:6 per cent. below the average of the previous five years. 


The deaths numbered 682, namely, 363 males and 319 females. 
The mortality rate of 10:32 per 1,000 of population per annum is 
unsatisfactory, being 2:1 per cent. above the average of the previous 
five years. The deaths were below the average in age-groups under I, 
1-4, and above the average in age-groups 5 to 64, and 65 and over. 

Thé infantile mortality (deaths under 1 year) was 72°8 per 1,000 
births, and is 9 per cent. below the average for the month of November 
for the previous five years. 


New Buildings—Metropolis.— According to returns supplied by the several 
Town Clerks, there were erected, in the Metropolitan area, during: 
November, 776 new buildings, as compared with 374 in November, 1918.
